Before the flock goes Into winter 


quarter's every measure should bo 
taken by the poultry keeper to Insure 
the health of: the birds, according to 
the United States department of agri- 
culture. 
Only healthy fowls can bo 


expected to produce eggs In winter. 
Well developed pullets and young 
hens should bo kept for the winter 
laying flock, of course;.but, no matter 
how woll such birds arc fed, If they 
are annoyed by lice and mites or 
weakened by disease, they will not bo 
profitable. 


Fowls are subject to a considerable 


number of diseases, some .of which 
spread rapidly through tho flock and 
cause a high mortality. 
They may 


also be •Infested by various kinds of 
parasites, some of which live on the 
surface of the body and others in the 
crops, stomach, or intestines. Those 
parasites are injurious because they 
Lake a part of tho nourishment which 
should be used by the bird to put on 
flesh or to produce eggs, nnd also be- 
cause by their movements and their 
jltlug they cause irritation and in- 
flammation of the parts which they 
attack. 
Germs and parasites which 


cause disease should be kept ovjt of 
he lloek by suitable preventive moas- 
ires, because disease may be avoided 
luch more easily and cheaply than It 
an be cured. The aim in studying 
:ho diseases of poultry is, therefore, 
o learn how to prevent such diseases 


KILL DISEASED BIRDS 


There are some cases In which 


medicines may bo advantageous- 
ly given or applied to fowls, but, 
as a rule, when a bird becomes 
sick it is bettor to kill it, be- 
cause the cost of medicine and 
the value of the time required 
to carry out tho treatment are 
greater than the value of the 
bird which Is cured. 
Another 


reason for killing sick birds is 
that they may bo affected by a 
contagious disease which before 
It is recognized may spread to 
many other birds In the flock. A 
third reason for killing is the 
fact that n bird being sick in- 
dicates that It is more susceptl- 
ble to disease than the other 
birds of the flock, and in order 
to establish a flock which Is able 
to resist .disease such susceptible 
birds must be eliminated.

How to Prevent Disease. 


It Is very Important to start'right 
nd begin the flock with birds that 
•e free from Illness and parasites, 


and to put such birds upon ground 
which Is likewise free from these 
causes of disease. 
If all the avail- 


able ground has been recently used 
for poultry, the fowls should be re- 
moved from that part which is to be 
used for the new or winter (lock, a 
good coating' of freshly, slaked lime 
should be applied to the entire surface 
of the ground, and a few days later it 
should be spaded or 'plowed. 
It .may 


be cultivated three or four times with 
intervals of a week nnd finally sowed 
with rye, or other grain. 
In a few 


months the greater part of the germs 
will be destroyed. 


Keep Premises Clean. 


In order to k'oep the flock Jn a 


Healthy condition, the premises must 
be frequently cleaned and occasionally 
disinfected. 
There are a number 'of 


reasons for this. First, there are cer- 
tain germs'generally present in the In- 
testines even,of healthy fowls that ore 
scattered with the manure, and which, 
when' they are permitted to accumu- 
late and become very ..numerous, may 
cause outbreaks of disease; second; the

Disinfectants and Their Use. 


Good 
disinfectants 
destroy 
tho 


germs of contagious diseases, the ex- 
ternal parasites, such as lice and mites, 
and in some cases the eggs of para- 
sitic worms. 
The eggs of some kinds 


of worms are so resistant, that disin- 
fectants other than heat have little 
effect upon'them. 
The disinfectants 


should be thoroughly applied to the 
Interior of the houses, worked into 
all the cracks and crevices, spread over 
the celling and the floor, the- roosts, 
dropping boards, and nest boxes. At 
the same time the feeding and drink- 
Ing troughs should be disinfected by 
pouring boiling water into them and

gallon of vinegar to three gallons of 
fermented Juice. 


Instead of the vinegar ono can add 


a good quantity of the so-called "moth- 
er." If "mother" is used, however, one 


Tomato Vinegar. 


In attempting to utilize the tomato 


in as many ways as possible, It Is not 
uncommon practice, especially with 
"tomato club" girls, to make what Is 
termed "tomato vinegar." This prod- 
uct is not a vinegar, although it baa 
a sour taste and to a certain extent, aa 
Jn aalads and for table purposes, can 
be uted as a substitute for vinegar. 
It,Is really a lactic acid fermentation 
instead of acetic acid and for this rea- 
son is more like sour milk and sauer- 
kraut juice. It spoils rapidly after 
fermentation unless it la put into bot- 
tles, filled as full as possible, and 
corked tight. 
After opening and ex- 


posure to the air the product will spoil 
unless kept very cold. In making this 
product the Juice Is collected and al- 
lowed to stand In a warm place for a 
few days. After it becomes sour it 
should be filtered or strained and 
stored in bottles filled full and corked 
tight It is said that products of this 
type are being used as substitutes for 
vinegar in Austria.

1 IN WISCONSIN 


Racine — Options have been obtained 


on about 100 farms, embracing 2,000 
acres north of Racine, by a man claim- 
Ing to "be a government agent, the 
surface to be used as an aviation 
field, according to a report. The tract 
extends from the North-Western rail- 
road tracks to Lake Michigan and lies 
between the four and one-half and 
i;even mile roads. The. large farms 
were optioned at ?300 an acre and the 
smaller ones at. $400 an acre. 


Wausau — By a vote of 56 to 5 the 


Wausau Rotary club instructed Secre- 
tary George W. Philips to petition the 
Wausau board of education to recon- 
sldec its action of denying the peti- 
tion for the suspension of the teach- 
ing of German in the public schools. 
The board by a vote. of 6 to 4 declined 
to stop the teaching of German. The 
demand, however, is becoming so uni- 
versal that the board probably will be 
forced to reverse its position. 


Kenosha — John E. Maboney. a Ke- 


nosha man serving with the 107th mil- 
itary police on the western front in a 
letter to relatives here, declares that 
Gerraan women, wearing the regular 
uniform of the E-rmy, have been taken 
prisoners by the American units. He 
declares that the women had trimmed 
their hair short and that when captur- 
ed they -were fighting in the reg-ular 
lines with the men. 


Appleton—-Herman Heler, alleged 


enemy alien registration evader, who 
was being held in the police station 
awaiting the arrival of a United 
States deputy marshal from Milwau- 
kee, committed suicide in his cell by 
hanging himself with a. rope.

Xfnder the first' registration in 1917 
Wisconsin was also the first state to 
render its report.

ter the college of agriculture this fall 
to train themselves for active com- 
batants in military service and at the 
same time prepare themselves for the 
numerous positions in the agricultu- 
ral field which will be open after the 
war.

House Recommended. 


Before tho flock goes Into winter 


Quarters every measure should ho 
tnkon by Iho poultry keeper lo Insure 
Iho hcullh of Iho birds, according In 
tlm United States department of agri- 
culture. 
Only healthy fowls can bo 


expected to produce eggs In winter. 
Woll developed pullets and 
young 


hens should bo kept for the winlor 
laying flock, of course; but, no mailer 
how well such birds are fed, If they 
nre annoyed hy lice and mites or 
weakened by disease, they will not bo 
profitable, 


Fowls nre subject to n considerable 


number oC diseases, some of which 
spread rapidly through the (lock and 
cause n high mortality. 
They may 


also bo Infested by various kinds of 
parasites, some of which live on the 
surface of tho body nnd others In the 
crops, stomach, or intostlnes, Those 
parasites nro Injurious because they 
take n part of the nourishment which 
should bo used by tho bird to put on 
llosh or to produce eggs, and also bo- 
cnuso by their movements and their 
biting they cause Irritation and In- 
flammation of the parts which they 
attack. 
Oerms nnd parasites which 


cause disease should be kept out of 
tho (lock by suitable preventive rnons- 
tire.s, bocause disease may bo avoided 
much more easily and cheaply than It 
fan bo cured. Tlie aim in studying 
tho diseases of poultry is, therefore, 
lo loarn how to prevent such diseases 
rather than how lo euro them. Clean- 
liness is Ihe first and most. Important 
tftop In all measures for disease pro 
vontlon. 


How to Prevent Disease. 


It is very Important to start'right 


\nd begin tho floclc wllh birds Hint 
jre free from illness and parasites, 
.tnd to put such birds upon ground 
which Is likewise free from these 
causos of disease. 
If nil the avail- 


able ground has been recently used 
for poultry, the fowls should be' re- 
moved from that purl which Is to bo 
used for tho now or winter Mode, a 
good coating of freshly slaked lime 
should be applied to tho entire surfnco 
of tho ground, nnd n few days later |t 
should be spaded or plowed.

Ing founliilns and feed troughs shouli 
be washed every week wllh bolllnj,

KILL DISEASED BIRDS 


There nre some cases in which 


medicines may bo advantageous 
ly glvon or applied to fowls, but, 
as a rule, when n bird becomes 
Melt It is bolter to kill It, bo- 
ouise the cost of medicine and 
Iho value of Iho llmo required 
to carry out tho treatment are 
greater than Iho value of. tho 
bird which Is cured. Another 
reason for killing .slclc birds is 
that tliey may bo nffeclcd by a 
contagions dl.sea.se which before 
H is recognized may spread to 
many other birds In the nock. A 
I bird reason for killing Is the 
fact that n biid being sick In- 
dicates thai It is more suscepti- 
ble to disease limn Ilia other 
birds of the flock, and In order 
lo establish n flock which Is nblo 
to resist disease such .susceptible 
birds must bo eliminated. 


Intervals of n week nnd finally sowed 
wllh rye, or other grain. 
In n few 


months llio greater part of the germs 
will be destroyed, 


Keep Premises Clean. 


In order to keep the flock in a 


healthy condition, the promises mu.s 
be frequently clonnod nnd occasionally 
disinfected. 
There nro n number of 


Disinfectants and Their Use. 


Good 
disinfectants 
destroy 
tho 


germs of contagious diseases, (ho ex- 
ionuil parasites, such as lice and mites, 
find In some cases tho eggs of para- 
.sltic worms. 
The eggs of some kinds 


ot worms are so resistant thai disin- 
fectants other than heat have little 
effect upon them. 
Tho disinfectants 


should bo thoroughly applied to tho 
Interior of tho houses, worked Into 
nil the cracks and crevices, spread over 
tho celling nnd tho floor, th0. roosls, 
dropping boards, and nest boxes 
At 


tho same time the feeding and drink- 
ing troughs should bo disinfected by 
pouring boiling water into them anil 
afterwards drying them In tho sun, DIs- 
Infoclimls are most easily applied to 
llio walls and ceilings with 11 sprny 
pump or by using n brush. As It Is 
ilimcutt to keep the chemicals from 
coming Into contact with the face and 
Imnds, the more harmless of these 
mixtures should generally be used Or- 
dinary llmewash made from freshly 
slaked lime Is excellent, and its prop- 
erties are well known to all. In tho 
ease of nn actual outbreak of virulent 
disease, It Is well to ndd to the white- 
wash six ounces of crude carbolic add 
ro each gallon to Increase Its activity 
as n disinfectant.

Before the flock goes into winter 


quarter's every measure should be 
taken by the poultry keeper to insure 
the health of the birds, according to 
the United States department of agri- 
culture. 
Only healthy fowls can be 


expected to produce eggs In winter. 
"Well developed . pullets and 
young 


hens should be kept for the winter 
laying flock, of course ;.but, no matter 
how well such birds are fed, if they 
are annoyed by lice and mites or 
•weakened by disease, they will not be 
profitable. 


Fowls are subject to a considerable 


number of diseases, some .of which 
spread rapidly through the flock and 
cause a high 'mortality. . They may 
also be -infested by various kinds of 
parasites, some of which live on the 
surface of the body and others in the 
crops, stomach, or intestines. These 
parasites are injurious because they 
take a part of the nourishment which 
should be used'by the bird to put on 
flesh or to produce eggs, and also be- 
cause by their movements and their 
biting they cause irritation and in- 
flammation of the parts which they 
attack. 
Germs and parasites which 


cause disease should be kept out of 
the flock "by suitable preventive meas- 
ures, because disease may be avoided 
much more easily and cheaply than It 
can be cured. The aim in studying 
the diseases of poultry is, therefore, 
to learn how to prevent such diseases 
rather than'how to cure them. Clea'n- 
ilness is the first and most important 
trtep In air measures for disease pre- 
vention. 


How to Prevent Disease. 


It is very important to start'right

jre free from illness and parasites, 
ilnd to put such birds upon ground 
which Is likewise' free from these 
causes-of-disease.

Good 
disinfectants 
destroy 
the 


germs of contagious diseases, the ex- 
ternal parasites, such as lice and mites, 
nnd in some cases the eggs of para- 
sitic worms. 
The eggs of some kinds 


of worms are so resistant that disin- 
fectants other than heat have little 
effect upon-them. 
The disinfectants 


should be thoroughly applied to the 
interior of the houses, worked into 
all the cracks and crevices, spread over 
the ceiling and the floor, the> roosts, 
elropping boards, and nest boxes. At 
the same time the feeding and drink- 
ing troughs should be disinfected by 
pouring boiling water Into them and 
afterwards drying them In the sun. Dis- 
infectants are most easily applied to 
the walls and ceilings with a spray 
purnp or by using a brush. As it Is 
difficult to keep the chemicals from 
coming into contact with the face and 
hands, the more harmless of these 
mixtures should generally be used. Or- 
dinary Hmewash made from freshly 
slaked lime is excellent, and its prop- 
erties are well known to all. In the 
case of an actual outbreak of virulent 
disease, it is well to add to the white- 
wash six: ounces of crude carbolic acid 
to each gallon to Increase its activity 
as a disinfectant.

quently used- to destroy mites, may 
readily be converted into a disinfect- 
ant.

The directions given below aro for 


making vinegar on a small scnlo for 
household use. While the principle Is 
the same In manufacturing on a com- 
mercial scale, dilTerent methods are 
employed In handling large quantities. 


The fruit used for making vinegar 


should be sound and fully ripe. Par- 
tially decayed fruit Is no bettor for 
vinegar milking than for eating and 
should not be used. Fruits, "when ripe, 
contain more sugar than, when green, 
or underripe and consequently produce 
a stronger vinegar. 


Cider Mill or Food Chopper. 


For these reasons select sound, ripo 


fruit. 
Wash thoroughly and remove 


all decayed portions. Crush either In 
a machine made for this purpose, such 
as a cider mill, or, for small quanti- 
ties, run through a food chopper. 
Srueezo out the juice in a press and 
put into a clean barrel, keg or crock 
for fomentation. If press Is not avail 
able, allow the mass to ferment for two 
or three .lays and then squeeze by hanc 
through cheesecloth. More Juice Is ob- 
tained in tfcis way. Great care shoulej 
be taken to have nil the utensils thor- 
oughly clean and to handle the fruit in 
a cleanly manner. If old kegs or bar- 
rels, especially old vinegar barrels, are 
used, they should be cleansed thor- 
oughly and all traces of the old vinegar 
removed. If this Is not done, the old 
vinegar will interfere with the alco- 
holic fermentation and possibly spoil 
the product.

tion (bubbling) stops. It will be found 
advantageous to add some good, strong, 
fresh vinegar In the proportion of one 
gallon of vinegar to three gallona of 
fermented Juice.

Ing Out of Seizure of Yucatan 


Treasury—Governor Flees 


With Cash. 


New York.—The story of the man- 


ner in which a receipt for 500,000 in 
gold alleged to have been glvou by the 
erstwhile Governor Argumodo of Yu- 
catan in that country to Thomas J. 
Nicholas imd Gu.s Liidner, two New 
York engineers, was forged over no. 
electric light In an apartment in tills 
city, is told in allidavlts lilod in the 
''supreme court. 
The statement re- 


veals allegations that the signature of 
Governor Argumedo was forged by Eu- 
geno K. MnclSncroo at the request of 
Nicholas, and was done by placing a 
slab uf glass over strong electric lights 
on which was laid a military commis- 
sion bearing the real signature of'Ar- 
gumcdo. 
This alleged forged signa- 


ture won a verdict for $22,000 for Nich- 
olas from a jury in the supreme court 


Forced to Flee. 


Nicholas and Ladnor were engaged 


In engineering work In Yucatan ut tho 
time Governor Argumedo set up an in-1 


dependent government, after which ho 
was forced to flee from u Carranzista 
army and took most of the Yucatan 
treasury with him. The two engineers 
followed Argumedo to New York and 
in time sued him here for $00,000, al- 
leging that they aided him In his es- 
cape because he had their cash with 
him and had agreed to bring It safely 
to this city. They said that when they 
demanded' payment here Argumedo in- 
sisted that the money was his own. 
The state of-Yucatan also claimed all 
the Argumedo cash, and finally became 
chief defendant'In the suits. 


Nicholas had obtained a judgment 


for' $22,000 and the state of Yucatan 
was appealing, and the Ladner case 
was pending trial when, according to 
the affidavits In the supreme court, 
Mrs. Anita M. Tappan became a figure 
In the case. 
She called on Nelson S. 


Spencer, counsel for the state of Yu-

catan, and offered to sell information 
to the effect that Nicholas and Laduer 
had "framed" the claim for $00,000 and 
had employed forgery to sustain their 
claim. 
She called later on Samuel 


Brand, n lawyer at 253 Broadway, and 
told the same story, declar.lng.that Mr. 
Spencer had told hor he would pay her 
$10,000 if her story proved to be true. 
She alleges now that she retained 
Brand, to represent hor ns hor counsel. 


Confesses Forgery. 


Mr. Brand, who denies that Mrs. 


Tappan was his 'client, says that to 
convince him that her story was true 
she 'brought MacBncroe to his office 
and both stated that they had heard 
Nicholas and Ladner admit that Argu- 
medo never had any money belonging 
to 
them. 
MacEncroe 
remained 
in 


Brand's office after Mrs. Tappan had 
gone, and on Mr. Brand's promise to 
say nothing to Mrs. Tappun about what 
he would tell, he made the alleged con- 
fession of forging the Argumedo sig- 
nature. 


Lawyer Brand then went to Mr. 


Spencer with this Information and got 
an agreement signed by which'he was 
to receive ,$10,000 if he obtained re- 
leases from Nicholas and Ladner of 
their claims. 


Lawyer Brand then/took the case to 


the district attorney, and Nicholas and 
Ladner .were inducted, on October 9 
Just. They were arrested on October 
7, and were questioned for four hours 
at the district attorney's,offlcc, and in 
the meantime their apartment was ran- 
sacked, but the alleged forged receipt 
was not found. 


Brand said he then learned that Mrs. 


Tappan was "getting,ready to sell us 
out," and a detective was sent to ar- 
rest her as a material witness and to 
take her to the House of Detention. 
On that morning Nicholas and Ladner 
iilgned generdrreleases to the state of 
Yucatan on promises of Immunity, af- 
ter the district attorney had decided 
that the case was weak, because of. the 
failure to find the forged receipt

WINS COURT VERDICT 


Affidavits Reveal Complications Aria- 


ing Out of 
Seizure of Yucatan 


Treasury—Governor Flees 


With Cash. 


New York.—The story of the man- 


ner in -which a receipt for $60,000 in 
gold alleged to have been given by the 
erstwhile Governor Argum'edo of Yu- 
catan in that country to Thomas J. 
Nicholas and Gus Ladner, two New 
'York engineers, was forged over an 
electric light in an apartment in this 
city, is told in affidavits liled in the 
'supreme court. 
The statement re- 


veals allegations that the signature of 
Governor Argumedo was forged by Eu- 
gene K. MacEncroe at the request of 
Nicholas, and. was done by placing a 
slab of glass over strong electric lights 
on which was laid a military commis- 
sion bearing the real signature of'Ar- 
gumedo. 
This alleged forged signa- 


ture won a verdict for $22,000 for Nich- 
olas from a jury in the supreme court. 


Forced to Flee. 


Nicholas and Ladner were engaged 


in engineering work In Yucatan at the 
time Governor Argumedo set up an in- 
dependent government, after which he 
was forced to flee -from a Carranzista 
urmy and took most of the Yucatan 
treasury with him. The two engineers 
followed Argumedo to New York and 
In time sued him here for $60,000, al- 
leging that they aided him in his es- 
cape because he had their cash with 
him arid had agreed to bring it safely 
to this city. They said that when they 
demanded payment here Argumedo In- 
sisted that the money was his own. 
The state of -Yucatan also claimed all 
the Argumedo cash, and finally became 
chief defendanfin the suits. 


Nicholas had obtained a judgment 


for $22,000 and the state of Yucatan 
was appealing, and the Ladner case 
was pending trial when, according to 
the affidavits in the supreme court, 
Mrs. Anita. II. Tappan became a figure 
In the case. 
She called on Nelson S. 


Spencer, counsel for the state of Yu-

Was Forged -Over an Electric Light 
catan, and offered to sell information 
to the effect that Nicholas and Ladner 
had "framed" the claim fo.r $60,000 and 
had employed forgery to sustain their 
claim. 
She called later on Samuel 


Brand, a lawyer at 253 Broadway, and 
told the same story, declaring, that Mr. 
Spencer had told her he would pay her 
$10,000 If her story proved to be true. 
She alleges now that she retained 
Brand, to represent her as her counsel. 


Confe»te« Forgery. 


Mr. Brand, who denies that 
Mrs. 


Tappan was his 'client, says that to 
convince him that her story was true 
she brought MacEncroe to his office 
and both stated that they had heard 
Nicholas and Ladner admit that Argu- 
medo never had any money belonging 
to them. MacEncroe 
remained 
In 


Brand's office after Mrs. Tappan had 
gone, and on Mr. Brand's promise to 
say nothing to Mrs. Tappan about what 
he would tell, he made the alleged con- 
fession of forging the Argumedo sig- 
nature. 
Lawyer Brand then went to Mr. 


Spencer with this information and got 
an agreement signed by which he was 
to" receive 510,000 if he obtained re- 
leases from Nicholas and Ladner of 
their claims. 
Lawyer Brand then-took the case to 


the district attorney, and Nicholas and 
Ladner.,were indicted on October 9 
last. They were arrested on. October 
7, and were questioned for four hours 
nt the district attorney's_offlce, and In 
the meantime their apartment was ran- 
sacked, but the alleged forged receipt 
was not found.
